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(faith 2. Rolbcke) doe many things vniuſtly and tyran- 
nouſly, he may not raſhly be violated,by them eſpecially 
which hauenor authoritic : but the Noblcs or the pub- 
like aſſemblic of ſtates, muſt reduce him to bis durie, by 
,cproofe and all other lawfull meanes, 1. Sam.14. 46. 
If he doe ſtill perſiſt in open and deſperate ryrannie,wil- 
fully difſfoluing all or the chiefeſt compacts of the com- 
mon wealth, priuate men muſt not yet medle with him, 
onely the Peeres,or the publike aſfemblie of all ſtates to 
whom thar charge belongeth, muſt' prouide thar the 
Church and Commonwealth come not to defolation: 
though it cannot otherwiſe be done, then by the death 
and deſtruQtion of the tyrant. Better it is that an euill 
king be deſtroyed, then the Church and ſtare together 
ruined. Thus farre Re/bocke, For proofe he referreth his 
reader firſt to the 1. Sam. 14. 46. viz. Then Saul came wp 
from the Phihiſttms,and the Philiſtims wenFto their own place: «vs 
ergo Kings that are wicked may be reducedto their dutic 
by the Peeres, or afſemblie of ſtares according tothe 
rules of the newe Puritentogique. Secondly. for rhe kil- 
ling and deſtroying of kings, he referreth his readers to 
the 2. 7eguwnc. 1.v. 456.7. Which place I thinke he ne- 
ver vouchfafed to looke vpon, bur fet it downe as he 
found itquorted in Fexxers diuinitic,from whom he hath 
- raken all the reſt. |

This Puritan-dangerous error is diretly repugnant to

The faults and licentiouſnes of kings 
(faith aria) whether they raigne by conſent of the 
people,orright of inheritance, are to be borne and en- 
dured,ſo long as the laws of ſhamefaſtnes and honeſtie, 
whereto all men be bound,are not violated: for Princes: 
ſhould nor raſhlybþe diſturbed, leaſt the commonwealth”  .
